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The State of Texas has provided the federal court presiding over its Medicaid 
recovery case with a list of proposed witnesses for its September trial (The 
State of Texas v. The American Tobacco Co., et al., No. 5:96CV91, B.D. Texas, 
Texarkana Div.; See 4/17/97, Page 30).
